Specie Payments—Second Edition. 


The latest financial movement of the 
government ep, ears from fhe following : 

Wasntnaton, November 24.—Richardson 
issues the following: Department instruc- 
tions ofthe 27:h ultimo, in reference to the 
limited disbursement of silver coin in lieu of 
currency, are hereby so modified that here- 
afterin making disbursements silver coin 


Under date of October 28th Richardson 
issued the following order: 


Secretary Richurdeo»’s order to Treasurer 
Spinner directing the payment of silver is as 
follows: “You will please, on and after the 
receipt of this lett r, and until otherwise or- 
dered, pay the public creditors, should they 
desire it,on account of currency obligations, 
but not in exchange for currency, & sum not 
to exceed five doliars in any one payment in 
silver coin,” 

One month of specie payments “in a sum 


not toexceed five dollars in any one payment 
in silver coin,” has so far exhausted Richard- 
son and the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, “that hereafter in making disburse- 
me ts silver coia will be paid only in the 
fractional parts of a dollar.” 

Under the first edition of specie payments, 
the readcr in presenting a draft for one mil. 
lion dollars at the Treasury Department for 
payment, Would receive nine hundred nirety- 
nine thousand nine hindred and ninety-five 
dollars in greenbacks and five dollars in “sil- 
ver coin,” but in the second edition, the order 
is “s> modified that hereafter in making dis- 
bursementgs silver coin will be paid only in 
the “fractional parts of a dollar.”

A guard of three was left in charge 
of him, and the other seven men, leaving 
their prisoner, went back on a search for the 
others of the gang. After an eight-mile ride, 
without result, they were hailed by a breath- 
less courier from the guard left with Henry 
Mynatt, who had taken a. cross road, and 
were informed by bim that the guards had 
seen Mangrum, Loudermilk and Ganum My- 
nati following along the skirts of the fields, 
and had been informed by a man they had 
passed, that the three jail breakers had sworn 
that the guards should not reach Knoxville 
alive. Sheriff Gussett, Deputy Sheriff John 
Swan and officer Pat Cain immediately re- 
turned to the guard and found they had not 
been disturved or attacked. The prisoner was 
taken to McMillan’s Station, placed on board 
a freight train, and on arrival in Knoxville 
was returned to the jail from which he had 
broken out on the 5th of October, being then 
incarcorated there, serving cut a term of 
one year’s imprisonment for larceny.
